


Bookstores an online goldmine? 


Chapters throws cap into electronic sales fray with new website 


first began its big bang and 

people were saying that in a 
digital world, there would be no 
printed material? The word was 
out that book publishers and 
retailers would be out of luck 
when people started buying books 
in electronic format, with 0s and 
ls and the glow of a monitor 
replacing ink and paper and dog- 
eared pages. But that will never 
happen. This becomes perfectly 
clear when you wade into the 
world of online book stores, where 
the battle for customers is an 
intense, free-market enterprise. 

It all started a couple of years 
ago with Amazon, an upstart com- 
pany that began selling books on 
the Internet. Its initial public offer- 
ing saw investors buy up shares 
for $18 (all dollar figures in this 
column are US). Last time I 
checked, they were going for $43. 
Amazon is the undisputed king of 
the online book-selling jungle. In 
May 1997, it raised $62 million in a 
public share offering and in the 
first quarter of this year, racked up 
$87 million in sales. 

Not to be outdone by some 
unknown, actual book retailers 
have been hitting Amazon hard, 
working to build up their own 
loyal online customers. By the 
spring of 1997, when Amazon was 
selling shares, Barnes and Nobel 
(the largest retail book chain in 
the world) had launched its own 
virtual store. It had a total of $2.8 
billion in sales in 1997 — of that,

$14 million had been sold online 
through its Internet site. That site, 
incidentally, is a near carbon copy 
of Amazon's. 

If $14 million in sales in seven 
months won't turn your head, 
you're dead. So naturally, other 
chains are joining the fray. 
Borders Group, which operates 
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the Borders Books and Walden- 
books chains, is said to have built 
the largest mail-order warehouse 
in the world to accommodate 
online sales. 

Now the world’s largest book 
printer, German media company 
Bartlesmann, which had earlier 
declared its intentions to wade 
into the online book market on its 
own, has bought half of Barnes 
and Nobel’s online operation for 
$200 million. The new partners 
have agreed to inject another $1 
million into the electronic busi- 
ness in order to rough up Amazon. 

The strangest thing about all this 
is that no one is showing a profit. 
Amazon says it showed an overall 
loss of $27.6 million last year. But 
the players are confident these 
enormous pools of red ink will 
evaporate and the cash will, at 
some point, come rolling in. 

Chapters is convinced its 
American counterparts are on the 
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right track. The retailer is so con- 
vinced, in fact, it’s starting a 
Canadian online bookstore this 
fall, in conjunction with The Globe 
and Mail newspaper. The 
Chapters site will be a bit ¢ rent 
than its American competitors in 
that it will offer Canadian titles — 
a good PR move which will go a 


long way with CanCon fans. But 
there will be more: Chapters hopes 
to offer a selection of three million 
titles at 40 per cent below retail 
prices. 

It just might meet its goal of 
turning a profit in its third year, if 
it manages to avoid mistakes early 
online shops made and if it can 
break a Canadian quirk. Market 
research shows we like the feel of 
the deal; we’re not big catalogue 
shoppers, while Americans love 
the technique. Time will tell in this 
case. Chapters plans to open its 
site within a few weeks.

credibility lacking 


Sun-istic credibility isn’t much better 


Been suggest a row erupted at The Edmonton Journal last week 





when books editor Gordon Morash tried to have his name stricken 

from the masthead of the opening page of last Sunday’s Books and 
Authors section. One look at the page — and the third page of the sec- 
tion — is all you need to know why. 

Morash clearly didn’t do much editing of the section. Conrad Black, 
chairman of the board and chief executive officer at Southam, the news- 
paper giant that owns the Journal, obviously pulled rank and took over 
as de facto assignment editor for the week. That would explain why his 
rather pompous, poorly-written, extremely long-winded review of 
Presumed Guilty, a new book by lawyer William Kaplan about the Brian 
Mulroney/RCMP/Airbus affair took up the entire first page of the sec- 
tion. Not only that, but much of the third page was dedicated to excerpts 
from the book. 

In so doing, Black effectively eliminated any other editorial duties; 
who but a fool would alter the writing of the CEO? That explains the sub- 
standard quality of the article. In rushing to support Mulroney and to 
denigrate the leftist media for disgracing an already-detested public fig- 
ures, Black also takes the opportunity to rebuff a securities investigation 
he was subjected to in the 80s, which he dismisses as a witch-hunt. He 
also uses the space he annexed to puff about his superior financial and 
psychological resources which allowed him to thrive in the midst of per- 
secution where lesser men, non-press barons and other rabble, would 
have gone to pieces. What this has to do with Kaplan’s book is never 
made clear. 

Black is clearly concerned that word about this important book gets 
out and that non-Black-owned media won't cover it. Might it not be more 
effective, however, to allow credible journalists to critique the book on 
its merits? CBC Radio, for example (an outlet Black despises), broadcast 
a very favorable, credible and expertly-crafted review of the book. 
Favorable and expertly-crafted are adjectives that definitely don’t apply 
to the Journal piece.

he latest VLT polls are more 
Tircomtores tight than a 

wedgie in thong underwear for 
Ralph’s Team, who cannot believe 
the great unwashed may take away 
$300 million annually from its 
piggy bank. 

Faced with the prospect of los- 
ing gads of cash from the sucker 
bets in Edmonton and other com- 
munities, Ralph has moved in sev- 
eral different directions to scotch 
the plebiscites that could prove 
disastrous to his cash flow. 

Ralph has already assured Hos- 
pitality Alberta, the motley collec- 
tion of whiskey slingers and 
innkeepers who pose as casino 
operators, that he will not yank 
out the micro-chip dealers from 
any community where the VLT 
plebiscite results are legally chal- 
lenged. This effectively ties up any 
vote to remove the machines for at 
least one year as the courts move 
with the speed of a beached whale. 

The government has also para- 
chuted in a powerful political ally 
to the VLT forces. Rod Love, 
Ralph's former Svengali, signed on 
to the Hospitality Alberta cam- 
paign, a wise reinvestment of their 
loonies for the saloon-keepers. 

The expensive ad campaign 
betrays Love's touch, with blather 
about freedom of choice. In 
Alberta, it’s everybody's God-given 
right to jose their life’s savings to 
the government in a seedy lounge. 

In Edmonton, the polls are near- 
ly a dead heat while gambling’s 
freedom fighters have built a 

healthy lead in Calgary, where a 
social problem is considered to be 
running out of Johnnie Walker Red 
at a Friends of Ralph Klein fund- 
raiser. 

Just in case Love cannot spin a 
win for Hospitality Alberta, the 
government has already hedged its 
bets and doubled the number of 
slot machines in casinos, bumping 


its projected take from $108 mil- 
lion to more than $150 million for 
the current financial year. 

It’s a slick move because slots 
don’t have the same kind of 
restrictions as VLTs. Casino opera- 
tors don’t even have to apply for a 
licence. The Alberta Gaming and 
Liquor Commission monitors their 
use and will send out more 
machines based on “demand.” The 
Gold Dust Casino in St. Albert has 
more than 150 one-arm bandits 
and the Spectrum at Northlands 
recently topped 200 slots. 

Ralph’s Team has also dis- 
patched the drones that survived 
Steve West’s reign in Municipal 
Affairs for some straight talk with 
ambitious small-town aldermen. 
The purpose of these confabs was 
to let them know if their plebiscite 
doesn’t use the word bylaw in it, 
the results are non-binding and 
they aren't legally obligated to 
throw out VLTs even if voters 
choose to do so. And a grateful 
government will remember ser- 
vices performed by friends, espe- 
cially since angry voters would 
have three years to get over it. 
There might even be an appoint- 
ment to a local health region’s 
board, where Ralph’s democratic 
sensibilities fear to tread. 

The plain folks outside the 
Dome couldn’t be trusted with vot- 
ing for people who would control 
a hot-button issue. Instead, Alberta 
gets Ralph-Lite democracy — cast- 
ing ballots for wannabe senators in 
Reform’s overwrought political 
gesture that even Ralph swerved 
around like skunk roadkill. 

With the VLT plebiscites, the 
issues are clearer and the stakes 
decidedly higher. In Alberta, peo- 
ple now enjoy the freedom to be 
idiots and the government wants 
to preserve that right by applying a 
little political torque and, hopeful- 
ly, save the masses from their bet- 
ter instincts.

ith less than a week left until 
fcr voters head to the 
polls, ArtsVote 98, an umbrel- 


la organization representing 
around 23,000 Edmontonians who 
work in or otherwise support the 
arts, has released results from its 
arts-friendliness survey of all the 
mayoral, city council and school 
board candidates. 

The brief questionnaire asked 
candidates to declare their posi- 
tions on raising the per-capita arts 
funding to $5 per citizen per year, 
giving rent breaks to not-for-profit 
arts groups, and ranking arts as a 
component of quality of life. 
Current per-capita arts funding 
sits at $3.60, placing Edmonton 
fifth for arts funding among seven 
major Canadian cities. 

Space was also provided for 
candidates to ink their vision for 
arts in Edmonton. 

The surveys are intended to give 
the city’s arts contingent extra 
information upon which to base 
their selections for municipal 
offices by plumbing the souls of 
the incumbents and their chal- 
lengers. 

ArtsVote organizers emphasize 
the survey results do not consti- 
tute an endorsement on their part 
(after all, who would take a politi- 
cian at his or her word when it 
comes to spreading the hypotheti- 
cal gravy around before an elec- 
tion?), but are merely for the edifi- 
cation of the electorate. 

Nobody running for city council 
—not even notorious arts booster 
Michael Phair — is evincing 
untrammelled support of the arts 
in the face of the city's impending 
$40-million budgetary shortfall. 
Most respondents, for example, 
favored leasing city property to 
not-for-profit arts groups for the 
cost of upkeep, instead of at a flat 
rate of $1 per year. 

Mayor Bill Smith and Ward 2 
incumbent Allan Bolstad both 
endorse charging fair market 
value on such properties and leav- 
ing it up to the arts group in ques- 
tion to offset rent costs with other 
subsidies.

anadian Thanksgiving is like an

To prepare for this event, 
take in George F. Walker's play 
Better Living, presented at the 
Walterdale Theatre (10322 - 83 Ave.). 

Matthew Kowalchuk, director of 
the play that he claims “is half drama 
half comedy,” speaks of things famil- 
ial and dysfunctional. “Everyone has 
their family from hell, though 
maybe not to this play’s 
extreme. Walker writes about 
things that people know but 
don’t talk about. It seems so 
far-out, but is it really?” 

Kowalchuk talked about 
the characters. “Nora (Blair Wen- 
sley) has three daughters — lawyer 
Elizabeth (Janine Odishaw), Mary 
Ann (Amy Berger), who's just moved 
back home, and a teenager Gail 
(Jessica Carmichael) who's just 
moved out with her boyfriend Junior 
(Mike Thompson).

Kowalchuk was planning to go to a 
family Thanksgiving dinner on the 
Sunday evening after rehearsing the 





play all day. “It’s going to seem like 
I'm going into the same thing. There 
are very scary parallels here.” 

The 25-year-old Kowalchuk has 
been acting since he was 14 and 
started directing four years ago. 
Through Teenfest, Kowalchuk 
hooked up with Three Fried Teens in 
a Baggie and his love of theatre 
improvisation blossomed. 

“Improv has been a huge influence 
on my directing style. I've come to 

believe everything does not have to 

be over-analyzed. You have to take 

a huge leap and take a risk.” 

That risk-taking includes the 
actors. “A lot of actors are used to 
being told what to do. I’m not afraid 
to try ideas, because those first ideas 
are instinctive and often the best 
ones. The actors are creating the 
show as much as me, if not more.” 

Everyone who works for 
Walterdale is a volunteer, so for 
Kowalchuk, the process better be 
enjoyable. “You have to do it for the 
love and the fun of it.” 

In its 40th season the Walterdale, 
led by artistic director Andrea 
Martinuk, offers Edmonton an 
opportunity for theatre neophytes 
and professionals alike to feed their 
passion for the stage and to form 
impromptu families in lieu of their 
natural ones. Hopefully, their dys- 
functions are not repeated.

© matter how you slice it, Edmonton is a 
Ny theatre town. It wasn’t always that way. 

This fall marks the anniversary of a theatri- 
cal hallmarks; 40 years ago, Edmonton's 
Walterdale Theatre (or rather the Edmonton 
Theatre Associates) started. producing shows 
and serving as one of the cornerstones of 
Edmonton's burgeoning theatre scene. 

Not Edmonton's oldest theatre (the universi- 
ty's Studio Theatre has a full 10-year jump on 
Walterdale, which was also preceded by 
dozens of other community and amateur the- 
atre groups such as Circle 8, the Cottage 
Players and the Court Players), the Walterdale 
made its mark not only by its devotion to 
Canadian and local works and with its consis- 
tently high quality productions, but also by 
being the first community theatre in Edmonton 


“At first we did plays in the social room 
(now known as the Kaasa Theatre) and the 
main stage of the Jubilee Auditorium, at the 
Victoria Composite Auditorium, and even at 
the original Yardbird Suite on Jasper Avenue,” 
recalled long-time Walterdale Theatre volun- 
teer Ron Wigmore, who, in 1958, was the 
Jubilee’s assistant manager. He served as GM 
until his retirement in 1989. 

“During those early years there were on- 
going discussions about the difficulty of find- 
ing locations for each and every play and the 
fact that we needed a home for our shows.” 

That search for a home resulted in the the- 
atre occupying three venues over the years: a 
one-room school house in the Walterdale Flats 
(which gave the theatre its current namie), the 
old Frontiersman Hall, and its current home in 
Old Fire Hall #6. The company had to under- 


to fight for a permanent home.

Two other founding volunteers, Frank and 
Mary Glenfield, are quick to stress the the- 
atre's pivotal role over the decades in nurtur- 
ing theatrical talent and developing audiences. 

“Walterdale did original Canadian work 
before and after professional theatres devel- 
oped here in Edmonton,” said Frank, who rat- 
tles off an impressive list of iconic Canadian 
playwriting talent first produced at the 
Walterdale Theatre, including George Ryga, 
Brad Fraser and Frank Moher. 

“Not to mention that Edmonton's habit of 
going to the theatre started at-the Walterdale,” 
he said. “Because it was subsidized by the vol- 
unteer efforts of the actors and creative teams, 
the prices have always been reasonable allow- 
ing for a broad spectrum of the community to 
come and see the shows.”

n the program for Braid, play- 
wright Trevor Schmidt described 

his most recent project as an 
experiment of sorts, a “veer off the 
well-worn path” and a rather 
freeform, poetic piece.

at last summer’s 
Fringe Festival,

It was filled with rollicking, free- 
flowing dialogue and a wonderful- 
ly archetypical subject matter and 
story line that did much to decon- 
struct theatrical form. 

But I’m sad to say my initial exu- 
berance was not to be rewarded. 
Schmidt doesn’t live up to the 
expectations he seems to have set 
up for himself in this show, nor 
does he live up to the excellence 
demonstrated in past projects. 

What went wrong? I suspect it 
had to do with a failure of will. 

In a nutshell, Braid is the story 
of five inhabitants of a nameless 
western mining town in the “fron-

commercial. I kid you not. This wasn’t one of those high production 

value spots with beautiful people playing beach volleyball or friends 
going camping or anything like that, though. It was, well, a little more 
meaningful than that.

In Edmonton, they’re available at 
independent record shops and 
trendy urban clothing stores such 
as Soular and Colour Blind. 

Fin-S, from Winnipeg, is a club 
and radio DJ who agrees with Spilt 
Milk. “I just like people to hear my 
stuff. (Mix tapes) are fun to make 
and I put a lot of work into my 
tapes. I feel the artistry and the 
originality of a DJ comes out on a 
mix tape. You can do stuff on a 
mix tape that you just can’t do ina 
club, mainly because most clubs 
aren't equipped for hip-hop DJs, 
with those old mixers and worn- 
out turntables.”

“The labels and artists come to 
me wanting to break their latest 
music. My tapes contain few hits 
and a lot of advance music and 
exclusives, complete with track 
listings on the cover so people 
know what they’re listening to.

“Kids hear the new music and usu- 
ally they end up picking up the 
whole album. I don’t think (DJs) 
should be underestimated,” said 
Fin-S. “Having our tapes out there 
is just as important as getting club 
and radio play.”

f you changed the names of all 
fire characters in Tomson High- 

way’s latest work Kiss of the Fur 
Queen and relocated the story to 
another country, you would still 
know this is a Canadian novel. 
This is not a bad thing but the 
notion leads to comparison. As a 
constructed artifact, the novel 
must reveal some traces of the 
writer’s influences. Whether they 
are legitimate influences, have 
come to Highway secondhand, or 
are merely coincidence, the com- 
parisons help describe this book. 

The huge blue skies of the North 
and clarity of things seen through 
miles of clean, clear air are deliv- 
ered with minimalist precision. 
Highway evokes images as vivid as 
the paintings of Alan Sapp with 
their crisp, cold purity, their sim- 
plicity telling of great truths about 
life in the bush. Like Sapp’s paint- 
ings, the events, seemingly prosa- 
ic, often are suffused with enor- 
mous spiritual significance. 

Stylistically, Fur Queen is also 
mythic. It is ecstatically lyrical dur. 
ing the story’s sexual encounters, 
though only slightly more so than 
during the book’s frequent flights 
into the mystical. These qualities 
inspire further comparisons: South 
American writers Vargas Losa and 
Gabriel Garcia Marquez and, clos- 
er to home, Robert Kroetsch. 

The characters as in most myths 
are one-dimensional. Brothers 
Jeremiah and Gabriel Okimasis

later to become’a pianist and 
dancer, are musician and dancer 
from the moment they are born. 
Their father Abraham is a paragon 
of fatherhood; their mother 
Mariesis takes after her namesake. 
Fur Queen moyes from event to 
event in the “and-he-grew-into-a- 
handsome-and-goodly-prince” sort 
of storytelling. There are huge 
gaps in the time line, during which 
the characters remain unchanged. 
What keeps this story interesting is 
that these characters are troubled. 
The content is clearly drawn 
from Highway’s personal experi- 
ence. Highway has an unerring 
sense of which detail of setting 
best frames an event. Annie 
Moostoos dances among the wood 
chips in her yard to celebrate the 
return of Abraham Okimasis, who 
just won the World Championship 
Dog Derby. Wood chips in the 
front yard slips by almost unno- 
ticed, yet the tiny detail irresistibly 
draws the reader into the scene. 
Fur Queen is not, however, per- 
fect. That the book is crafted — is 
a made object, an intentional thing 
— is forced on the reader’s aware- 
ness too often. During the process 
of announcing the winner of the 
Fur Queen Beauty Pageant, 
Highway indulges in the device of 
repetition in the style of Robert 
Munsch. Fine in a children’s book 
where the repetition is confined to 
a key phrase, almost offensive 
here because it’s too clearly tossed 
off. It is difficult for an author to

see small stylistic incon- 
sistencies, and Fur Queen could 
have done with a little closer edit- 
ing. 

Highway lovingly devotes four 
glorious pages revealing seven- 
year-old Jeremiah’s soul as he 
learns the intricacies of heaven 
and hell from a large chart in the 
parish school. Forty pages later, at 
15 Jeremiah walks the purgatory 
of Winnipeg’s North Main Street 
and instead of gently leading the 
reader to recall the earlier 





moment, Highway smacks you in 
the face with his point, just in case 
you weren't paying attention. 


These are, however, small 


inconsistencies. Kiss of the Fur 


Queen is a lovely read. The lush, 
honeyed writing perfectly suits the 


material. The story employs bibli- 
cal sources to examine the rela- 
tionship between two cultures. 
Highway’s story has the ring of 
personal experience to lend it 
veracity, and I set the book down 
with a sense of gratitude.

The Barra MacNeils, a family group from Sydney 
Mines, N.S. has been making music and performing 
together all of their lives. They blend traditional 
Celtic music with touches of jazz and worldbeat. 
The name of their group is derived from the Scoftish 
island of Barra, from which their Cape Breton 
ancestors emigrated. Comprising four multi-instru- 
mental siblings: Stewart (tambourine and Irish 
flute), Sheumas (piano and keyboards), Kyle (fiddle, 
guitar and mandolin) and Lucy MacNeil (fiddle and 
bodhran) — along with a bassist — the ensemble 
has released several records since 1986, the last two 
on their independent label, Celtic Aire Records. 

“My three older brothers ali played at a young age 
— seven or eight-years-old — all together at local 
concerts,” recalled Lucy in a recent interview. “All 
that (eventually) grew into weddings and wakes.” 

The group went back to their roots, so to speak — 
Scotland’s Barra Isle — in 1988. “There’s an amazing 
(number) of MacNeils and (other clans) — 
MacKenzies, MacKinnons, MacKays on Barra. We 
were (recently) staying in Northampton, 
Massachusetts and a woman came up to us and she 
was from the island of Barra. It was quite interesting 
to talk to her because she reminded me of a lot of 
people here in Cape Breton — her actions that are 
humorous.” 

Their upcoming engagement with the ESO will 
not be the first time the Barra MacNeils have per- 
formed with a symphony orchestra. “We've worked 
with Symphony Nova Scotia — two shows last fall 
— and actually, we're doing another show, the open- 
ing of Celtic College in Cape Breton.

In 
Europe and other areas, the band’s 
second record received the full 
force of promotion and they ended 
up touring more overseas than in 
Canada to support it. But Plumb 
admits those handling the band mis- 
takenly assumed the hype over The 
Waltons’ much-acclaimed and 
much-loved début disc would carry 
over through the follow-up release. 
Now, he says, the band feels like it’s 
starting over in some ways. 

But Empire Hotel is also a return, 
personally, for Plumb, who returned 
to his Regina home town prior to 
recording the disc. Two of the 
band’s four members remain in 
Toronto, while the others are now 
based in Regina. 

“A lot of songs came out of that 
time after I moved back,” he said. 

The result is a record full of 
prairie references and that smooth, 
rootsy, catchy pop so prevalent in 
the band’s music. The listener is 
carried through a range of emo- 
tions, but it’s never a rough ride.

Now that our com- 
mitment to the band was con- 
firmed, Greg and I were able to do 
these records,” explained Cuddy of 
his new CD, All in Time. 

So with that nasty feeling of Blue 
Rodeo demise angst quelled, people 
can pick up Cuddy’s record and 
explore it for its own worth. As 
expected, the dise is very Blue 
Rodeo-ish; Cuddy’s voice is unique 
and immediately recognizable and 
the disc treads that line between 
folk, country and rock 'n’ roll as 
well as any Rodeo disc. Having said 
that, there is some funky fiddling on 
the first couple of tracks. 

“ T always loved the fiddle stuff, 
so | had that right from the start.” 

The project began way back in 
September 1996, when Cuddy 
began writing material for the disc. 
It was always on the side of Blue 
Rodeo’s projects until the group set 
aside this fall so he could put the 
finishing touches on it and take his 
band on tour (including a two-night 
stand this weekend at Edmonton’s 
Sidetrack Café). Between 1996 and 
now, however, Cuddy had to set 
aside his solo stuff in order to get a 
Blue Rodeo project completed. 

“T eventually ended up sort of 
joining two records because there 
was a period of separation between 
the first set of songs that were writ- 
ten and the second.” 

That separation in writing gives 
the disc two stylistic sub-sets: the 
folk/fiddle period and the slightly 
more rocking period. 

The recording presented some 
new challenges to the well-travelled 
Cuddy. “Because I had to be clear 
with my own songs, they had to be 
completely finished.

As Merritt explains, while the new work 
has some acoustic and perhaps more pop-like leanings than past efforts, it 
still has a home in the foundation 5440 has built for over a decade. 
“Obviously, it’s a softer record, it’s a record that’s a little more grounded in 
roots and folk influences and some R&B influences. It reflects our past.” 

Expect a few surprises when 5440 hits the stage at University of 
Alberta’s Myer Horowitz Theatre tonight. They'll bring up a few older chest- 
nuts from early albums and rework a few (listen for a magical take on 
Crossing the Canyon) in a set that has been for the most part chosen by 
fans on the band’s website. There, fans were asked to submit what their 
favorite set list for a 54-40 show would include, and there were more than a 

few Surprises — both for the songs chosen and those ignored. 

Looking back, one has to wonder what kept this band intact and moving 
forward after all those years since the times they played old ballroom relics 
like the Troc whenever they toured through the Big Onion.

er, has a good theory.

Brian Buchanan Soulstic (Isotope/Festival) 
The essence of much jazz is the interplay between different instruments and : 
the time given each player to shine. But rarely does it get any better than the 
second release from Calgary pianist Brian Buchanan who brings a quartet to 
the Yardbird Suite (10203 - 86 Ave.) Saturday, Oct. 17. Buchanan claims the 
record is an exploration of the seasons’ cycles but to this listener, it’s an 
exploration of the clarity of thought, crispness of performance and diversity of 
sounds that can result when great players get together. Soulstice is not earth- 
shattering, but anything these guys touch — from Buchanan and Don 
Thompson compositions to Irving Berlin’s How Deep is The Ocean? — ends 
up sounding great.

leaves something wanting. Songs such as Don’t Touch Me and When Did

says pshaw to good grammar. What the album lacks, alas, is any notable dif. 
ference from anything else Jones ever did. The implied social activism of 
Wild Irish Rose falls somewhat flat and nothing stands up for the record 
other than it sounds like George Jones. While some giants of old-time country 
music are managing to challenge themselves with new material, it might not 
get any better than this for diehard George fans.

W illy’s is a love story, taking the prototype of 
a’50s woman's melodrama and applying it to 
a gay man in the ’90s.” So says writer/direc- 
tor Tommy O’Haver of his latest film, which 
played to appreciative audiences at this year’s 
Sundance Film Festival. Indeed, his description 
fits the movie, which is a light-hearted romantic com- 
edy that isn’t interested in preaching about gay issues. Instead, Billy’s offers 
a funny, surreal look at one man’s search for the great love of his life, and 
the lessons learned along the way. 

Sean P. Hayes plays Billy Collier, an avant-garde photographer trying to 
make an impact in the L.A. art community. Through the help of a wealthy 
patron, Billy plans a show based around photos of famous Hollywood 
romance moments, as recreated by an all male/drag cast. While attending a 
party, Billy meets Gabriel (Brad Rowe), an attractive waiter who’s some- 
what ambiguous about his own sexual leanings. Billy convinces Gabriel to 
become a model in his show, which serves to fuel Billy’s growing infatua- 
tion with him. In time, Billy becomes tortured by two questions: Is Gabriel 
gay or straight?

The Mighty tries to do just that. It 
may test our credulity but it does 
ask us to believe in ourselves. And 
when was the last time you took 
your children to the movies? Better 
yet, when was the last time you 
actually enjoyed a film with your 
children? 

Based upon Rodman Philbrick’s 
acclaimed young-adult novel Freak 
The Mighty, the film skirts the 
boundary of fantasy and realism 
and almost succeeds in making you 
believe what you're seeing is actual- 
ly possible. 

The Mighty touches upon how 
people — no matter how weak — 
can reach out to each other and, in 
the process, become stronger. Here, 
in the spirit of the Knights of the 
Round Table, which acts as a 
metaphor for the piece, Kevin 
(Kieran Culkin), suffering from a 
degenerative bone disease but 
street-smart and citing the philoso- 
phies of the ages, joins up with 
Maxwell (Elden Henson), an awk- 
ward giant, slow in school and short 
in courage. Apart, they’re as weak 
as their school colleagues and local 
hoods consider them to be, open to 
cruel taunts. Together, they’re fear- 
less and able to meet most con- 



















frontations placed before them, by 
imagining themselves to be a 
mighty knight of the Round Table. 

Occasionally awkward in plot 
development, possibly due to its 
attempt to be faithful to its literary 
roots, the film nevertheless over- 
comes such drawbacks by articulat- 
ing a strong message of inspiration 
and hope. 

Director Peter Chelsom uses a 
sure but sensitive hand in pacing 
what is essentially a young adult 
story. Just when we begin to believe 
in our protagonists’ adventures, 
visuals of the knights disrupt our 
mesmerized state. Still, the film 
makes for a refreshing contrast to 
the violent fare being unleased in 
fall releases. 

The young actors are outstand- 
ing, fleshing out the sense of des- 
peration and futility resonated by 
their characters. Particular praise 
must be given to Culkin in the role 
of the disabled Kevin, who becomes 
the driving force for the duo.
